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Claims 1-3 and 6-16 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 , 2, and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Hiroshi (JP 2-73574) or Sentoda (JP 2-168474). Hiroshi discloses that the coil 1 1 is 
formed between metallic coil bobbins 12,13 so that the coil bobbins act as heat 
dissipation plates as shown in figures 1a-1c. Sentoda discloses metallic plates 1 above 
and below a coil 55 as shown in figures 1a-1c. The plates of both Hiroshi and Sentoda 
cover the coil sidewalls and to do so extend past the side edges of the coil and then 
downward/upward as appropriate. The plates are fixed to the pivot shaft such that they 
can be considered integral therewith. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hiroshi 
and/or Sentoda, in view of Ratliff et al (U.S. 6,181 ,530). Adams does not disclose his 
heat transfer plate as being grooved. 

Ratliff discloses a disk drive rotary actuator coil provided with a heat sink (20) 
that is grooved. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide the heat transfer plates of Hiroshi or Sentoda with 
grooves. The motivation would have been: It was well known to provide heat sinks with 
fins or grooves so as to increase surface area and thereby improve the radiation of heat 
away from the heat sink. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 1 to 16 are allowed. Claims 3 and 10 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

It is suggested that claims 1 and 1 1 be amended to refer to the heat radiating 
function of the plates.
